Basketball Coaches Association Hall of Fame as a "Friend of
Basketball”™; he led the football chain gang at Carterville High
School for 35 years and at SIU for 30 years; 1in his early

years, he also umpired baseball; and

WHEREAS, He was a regular caller to Sports Voice, the
sports radio show; with his family, he travelled extensively,
visiting every state in the continental United States and 10
Canadian provinces; he especially enjoyed the Hemlock Inn in
Bryson City, North Carolina, Newfoundland, and Door County,

Wisconsin; and

WHEREAS, John "Tex" Calvert 1is survived by his wife,
Brenda; his sons and daughters-in-law, Wesley and Brandy
Calvert and Winston and Amanda Calvert; his grandchildren,
